8. The travelling Jib cranes at 2 hdanov have a base five meters high which 
is mounted upon four legs which are six meters in height. The Jib is 
15 meters long and can lift objects to a height of 30 meters » They are 
capable of slewing 360° and travelling 15 meters. 

9. The electricity used to operate these cranes and other mechanical handling 
facilities *is supplied by hydroelectric power trim the Volga River. 


10 . The even distribution of coal in the hold of a ship loading this cargo 
is accomplished by employment of a conical device lowered into the hold,

(N 45-27, E 36-53) 1 I The aircraft was flying at an 50 X 1 -HUM 

altitude of 7^000 - 10,000 meters and was in sight for approximately seven 
minutes. It was cigar-shaped and made twin contrails 400-500 meters in length. 

No noise was heard from the aircraft. When first sighted it was flying on a 
westerly course over Kerch-Yenlkale Strait and gaining altitude. It then made 
a long sweeping curve to the south and lost altitude gradually. It then 
t\irned to a coxirse of 135° and, continuing to lose altitude, disappeared into 
some clouds.
